Sec. 5. — When the decision of a comm it tea appointed under See.

Regular quarterly terms shall commence on the first of October* 
.fiimuiry, April, and -Inly. Officers elected previous to the expira- 
tiou of half thoTerm, shall he entitled to tho fall honors of the 
Term ; those elected after half the Term has expired ahull not count 
the honors, except where they be elected to fill vacancies occa- 
sioned bv resignation, suspension, expulsion or death, in which case 
the brother who serves the residue of the Term shall he entitled to 
the full honors, and lie who resigns, or is suspended, or expelled, 
shall forfeit his claim.

Sf.c. 1. — After a Division has been instituted three terms, no bro- 
ther shall be eligible to the offieo of \\ . P., unless lie fi.is si'rvcd 
two terms in a subordinate office or offices, or as Chaplain. 

Sec. 2. — No brother shall be eligible to the office of W.l*., W A 
or T., who is under twenty-one years of age, except by dispensation 
from the Grand Division ; provided, nevertheless, that no person 
elevated to the office ofW. P. by such dispensation shall be elected 
a Representative to a (fraud Division, and that no Grand Division 
shall have the right or authority to grant a dispensation under thi> 
aet, except to the Divisions located in Colleges or .Institutions of 
learning. 

ARTICLE X. — Violating Article 11. 

Sec. 1. — It is the duty of every member w ho lias evidence that 
another has violated Article 2, to prefer the charge and specify the 
offence to the Division within three weeks after coming into posses- 
sion of such evidence. 

Sec 2. — The charge for violation of Article 2, shall be presented 
in writing, duly signed, when it shall be referred to a committer ol 
live members, who shall as soon as practicable, summon the parties, 
and investigate the matter. 

Sec. 2. — The committee shall organize by appointing a chairman 
and secretary. The secretary shall make a correct record of the pro- 
ceedings, with such testimony as may be presented, which record 
shall be produced to the Division on the call of any member, after 
the committee have reported. 

Sec. 4. — If the committee agree that the charge is sustained, they 
shall report the fact to the Division, by resolution, with a second 
resolution to the effect that the membev be reinstated, if they 
think proper, which report and resolution shall lie upon the ta- 
ble ai least one week, and the offending member shall be notified of 
the character of the resolutions, by the 11. S., and requested to lie 
present at the time appointed for re-considering the same, with a view 
of giving an opportunity to make a defence. 

Sec. 5. — If the committee agree that the charge is not sustained, 
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they shall report a resolution to that effect* and if the resolution b(? 
adopted, the charge shall be dismissed, 

Skc. o.— When the committee report the elmrge sustained. and a 
majority of the mein hers present at a regular meeting ballot in fa- 
vour thereof, the offending person shall forfeit membership, and 
the W. P. shall direct the name to be erased from the Constitution. 
If a majority of the Division vote in opposition to the resolution, > 
further proceedings shall be stayed, subject to appeal, ... 

Sec. 7 — If two-tlurds of those voting are in favor of re-instating 
a member who has been found guilty of violating Article 2 ,^ sue i 
member shall bo restored to membership by re-signing the tun n 

tution. The power to reinstate shall not however, extend o\> < tl 

t( rm of one month from the time ol the receipt of notice by the o 
fending member thut the charge line been proved. But if a incur » • 
neglect to come forward to sign the constitution for one month alter 
receiv ing notice of re-instnteinent, or if a member is not re-instated, 
the W.P. shall declare such member expelled. 

biic. 8— The forfeiture of membership under tins Article shall in- 
volve the forfeiture of all tumors possessed by the member when the 
name was erased from the Constitution. . 

Sec. 9 . — If a member comes forward and acknowledge a violation 
of Article 2 , the Division after erasure of his name, may at their op- 
tion reinstate the member on the same evening, in the manner pre- 
scribed in See. 7 . ,4 , I, 

Stcv 10.— No member against whom a charge has been bi ought 

under this Article shall be present when any vote .8 taken in the 
ease, either in Committee or in Division. 

ARTICLE XI. 

No alteration or addition shall be made to this Constitution, un- 
less by a two-third vote of the National Division. 
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REVISED RULES. 


ARTICLE I .— Article If Constitution of Subordinate Divisions , 

Sp. ( l 1.— -Owing to the tliflicu 1 ty of determining the exact time 
when the jn ico of the apple becomes intoxicating, the National I)i- 
{lei ' nm Jt expedient to declare the use of Cider, as a beverage, 
wnetlier fermented or tin fermented, a violation of the pledge. 

&kc. -.—A member who makes, buys, or sells spirituous or malt 
liquors, wino or eider, as a beverage, for another person, even thou-di 
he mayjiot make any profit thereby, violates the pledge. 

hu\ o.— It is hereby declared that the true intent and mranin" 
of the pledge is, to prohibit the manufacture, traffic, and use of all 
a coholic or intoxicating liquors, asa beverage, whether enumerated 
by name or not. 

Sec 4.— Sections 2 and 3 of this Chapter shall not bo so con- 
trued as to interfere with the agents of the law in the regular dis- 
charge of their official duties. 

Ski-. 5.— -A certificate or prescription to use intoxicating liquors 
as a medicine, signed by a physician, shall not necessarily relieve 
a brother from trial for violation of Article 11, but the Subordi- 
i« t e Division in the ease shall decide on the propriety of trial, and 
shall be the judge of any wantonness or collusion ’n the matter. 

bKc 0.— -A brother who has violated Article II, and is reinstated, 
s Kill he admitted without any further ceremony than re-signing the 
Constitution, which shall be done in open Division, 
v ky C ' If. :^ rasur,: of name for violating Article II, as per Article 
osc. G, is not expulsion. An expelled member cannot bo rein- 
stated. 

ARTICLE II. — Non- Payment of Dues. 

Sec. 1. — If a member neglect to pay his dues for one year, his 
membership may be declared forfeited by a two-third vote of the 
Division. 

Sec. 2. When a member is one year in arrears for dues, it shall 
nceome the duty of the F. S. to prefer a charge to that effect to the 
Division, which shall he referred to a committee of five for investi- 
gation. 

Sec. 3. — A person who forfeits his membership under this Article, 

shall only be re-admitted into the Order as a new member, by ballot 
•'n.l initiation— and such person shall not be eligible for admission 
* * n 1 1 1 the expiration of six months after the time his membership is 
declared forfeited, 1 
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Sue. 4. — A member suspended for the period of six months, or 
longer, for non-payment of dues, may he admitted on the same terms 
an a nfew member. 


ARTICLE III . — Propositions for Membership . 

S«\ 1 — Propositions for memhci ship may be received at special 
meetings. 

Sec. 2. — Any action of a Division in reference to an invidunl pro- 
posed lor membership without his consent, is invalid. 

Sec. .‘5, — When an individual has been proposed for membership 
to a Division, with his consent, he cannot while hig name is before 
ir. and previous to election or rejection, bo proposed in any other 
Div ision. 

ARTICLE IV . — Forfeiture of Honors. 

Sec. 1. — A member who is expelled, or who forfeits his member- 
ship by non-payment ofducs, shall forfeit all honors. 

i?Ec. 2 — The seat of any officer may be declared vacant for ne- 
glect of duty fur three successive meetings, by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members present at a regular meeting, after one week’s no- 
tice has been given. 

ARTICLE V . — Entitled to Honors. 

Sec. 1. —A brother who fills the office of \\ . P. or W . A. during 
either of the three first terms of a new Division, shall be as much 
entitled to the honors as though ho had previously served insubor- 
dinate stations, and shall be eligible to either the chair of W . P. or 
W. A. one year after he has passed the same. 

Sec. 2. — A brother who renders constitutional service in one I)i- 
vi -ion, and then withdraws and unites with another, shall be enti- 
tled to the honors the same as though he had not withdrawn. 


ARTICLE VI. — Wit nesses on Charges, 

Sec. 1. — Other than Sons of Temperance are competent witness- 
es on a trial. 

ARTICLE VII. — Travelling, Withdrawal and Clearance Cards. 

Seo. 1. — The Travelling and Withdrawal Card issued by the Na- 
tional Divisions, shall be the only one recognized under this juris- 
diction. They shall be furnished at the rate of four dollars per hun- 
dred. 

Sec. 2. — Said card must have the signature of the M. W. Scribe 
of the National Division on the upper hordor, the seal of the Grand 
Division on the left lower corner, with the signature of the Grand 
Scribe on tho lower border ; the seal >f the Subordinate Division 
on the right lower corner, with the signatures of the W. P. and It. 
S. between the seals ; and the signature of the brother to whom tho 
- ard is granted on the right border. If the card be granted by a 
Division existing in a State or Territory having no Grand Division, 
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the card .shall bo valid without the seal of u (irand Division, or sig- 
nature of a ('rand Sciihe. 

Skc. 3. — A Travelling Card shall not be granted f'»r a longer time 
than one year, mid it shall he of no effect after tho expiration of the 
tinio for which it is granted. Before a brother is entitled to a Tra- 
velling Card, ho must pay his dues in advance for the full time such 
curd is desired, nnd not less than sixpence fur the card. 

Six’. 4. — A brother, before making application fora Withdrawal 
Card, ahull pay all dues and demands which may ho against him on 
tho books of the Division, and not less than six pence for the card. 

Sec. 5. — A Withdrawal Card retained by a brother for more than 
one year after the expiration of its date shall be null nnd void. 

Sec. G. — A Division shall have jurisdiction over the conduct of a 
brother to whom it has granted a Withdrawal Card, until such 
member shall have beeoflie a member of another Division, or until 
such card shall have become null and void by the expiration of its 
date. 


Sec. 7. — A person whose W ithdrvwul Card has hecoine null and 
void, shall only be admitted to the Order as a new member — that is 
to say, by ballot an! initiation. 

Sec 8. — If a Subordinate Division surrenders or forfeits its char- 
ter, or is suspended, the (irand Division having jurisdiction shall 
have th® right to grant a Ch-arance Cart! to each of the members of 
said Division making written application for the same, who may be 
deemed worthy by said Grand Division. 

Se( . 9. — A Clearance Card shall he regarded in the same manner 
as a Withdrawal Cards It shall he in the following words

ARTICLE VIU. — Resignation. 

Sec. 1. — Should u member wish to dissolve his conneciion with 
the Order, ho shall pay all demands against him ou the books of 
the Division, and then tender a written resignation, which rcsigna 
tion shall lie upon the table one week, when, if still desired, it ahull 
l»e granted, unless there he a charge against him, or in the opinion 
o! two-thirds of the members present, be has been guilty of conduct 
which renders him liable to a charge , provided, however, that such 
resignal ion shall not take effect until the expiration of the quarter 
n which such csignution is tendered. 

Sec. 2.— A member whose resignation has been accepted, shall 
forfeit all claims whatever upon the Order. Nevertheless he shall 
be eligible to ho ve-admitted by the usual ballot, at any time there- 
after. 0 11 re-ad mi ttod within three months from date of resignation 
he shall be restored by paying the initiation lee and re-signing the 
('institution- — otherwise fie must stand as a new’ member and be 
again initiated. 

ARTICLE IX. — Visiting Brother s. 

ScJ 1. — Visiting brothers shall only he admitted by the quarter- 
ly password and explanation, or the travelling card, except vouched 
for by the G. W. P. or his deputy, according to the It. B. 

Sec. 2. — In order to facihtute visiting, it shall he proper i.o admit 
a brother ton Division during the months of October and November 
on the travelling password and explanation of the previous year, 
providing his travelling card has not expired. 

Sec. It. — A Division shall not have the right to refuse admission 
to a Sort of Temperance who is able to work his way a- cording to 
t e rules laid down, unless it he known that lie has lost his member- 
ship, or been admitted irregularly. 

ARTICLE X.— Giving Password* to Travelling Brothers. 
g EC , 1. — A W. P. shall be authorized to communicate the tra- 
velling password and explanation, to a travelling brother when re- 
quested so to do by the VY\ P. of the Division to which said travel- 
ling brother belongs, in writing over the seal of said Division.
